WASHINGTON—The recapture of 


excess earnings clause of the trans- 
portation act -was declared valid and. 
constitutional today by the supreme 
court. 


The decision was handed down in 


a case brought ~by the Dayton-Goose 
Creek Railway Co. of Texas, and in 
which a number of important rail- 
ways joined, pleading 'hat the pro- 
vision would result in confiscation. 


The first concerted attack by the 


railroads upon the 
transportation 


act of 1920, enacted when the rail- 
roads were returned to private own- 
ership after operation under gov- 
ernment control during the World 
war, reached the supreme court in an 
appeal bought by the Dayton-Goose 
Creek Railway Co., to test the con- 
stitutionality 
of 
the 
"recapture 


clause" under which railroads are 
required to return to the govern- 
ment one-half of their earnings in 
excess of 6 per cent on the value of 
their property used in. transporta- 
tion service. 


A number of the larger railroad 


companies joined the Dayton-Goose 
Creek Co. in its attack, contending 
that the returns from rates fixed 
by the Interstate Commerce com- 
mission must be assumed to be fair 
and reasonable, and to 
constitute 


only such revenue as the carriers 
are entitled to receive. Other roads 
TOre-not'-a.f ^fcia"-ntrw7~and refrain- 
ed from joining in the case.

Summary of Winning Bok 


Peace Prize Contest Plan 


THE substantial provisions of the winning Bok peace prize 


plan follows: 


I. ENTER THE PERMANENT COURT 
That the United States adhere to the Permanent Court 


of International Justice for the reasons and under the con- 
ditions stated by Secretary Hughes and President Harding 
in February, 1923. 


II. COOPERATE WITH THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS, 


WITHOUT FULL.MEMBERSHIP AT PRESENT 
That without becoming a member of the League of 


Nations as at present constituted, the United States Govern- 
ment should extend its present cooperation with the League 
and propose participation in the work of its Assembly and 
Council under the following conditions and reservations'. 


SAFEGUARDING OF MONROE DOCTRINE 


1. The United States accepts the League of Nations as an instrument 


of mutual counsel, but it will assume no obligation to interfere with 
political questions of policy or internal administration of any for- 
eign state. 


_ In uniting its efforts with those of other States for the preser- 


vation of peace and promotion of the common welfare, the United 
States insists upon the safeguarding of the Monroe Doctrine and 
does not abandon its traditional attitude concerning American in- 
dependence of the Old World and does not concent to submit its 
long established policy concerning questions regarded by it as 
purely American to the recommendation or decision of other Pow- 
ers. 


NO MILITARY OR ECONOMIC FORCE 


2. The only kind of compulsion which nations can freely engage to 


apply to each other in the name of Peace is that which arises from 
conference, from moral judgment, from full publicity, and from the 
power of public opinion. 


The United States will assume no obligations under Article X 


in its present form, or under Article XVI in its present form in the 
Covenant, or in its amended form'as now proposed, unless in any 
particular case Congress has authorized such action. 


The United States, prcposes that Article X and XVI be either 


dropped altogether or so amended and changed as to eliminate any 
suggestion of a general agreement to use coercion for obtaining 
conformity to the pledges of the 'Covenant. 


NO OBLIGATIONS UNDER VERSAILLES TREATY 


3. The United States will accept no responsibilities under the Treaty 


of Versailles unless in any particular case Congress has authorized 
such action. 


LEAGUE OPEN TO ALL NATIONS 


. The United States Government proposes that Article I of the Cove-' 


nant be construed and applied, or, if necessary, redrafted, so that 
admission to the League shall be assured to any self-governing 
fatate that wishes to join and that receives the favorable vote of 
two-thirds of the Assembly. 


DEVELOPMENT OF INTERNATIONAL LAW 


. As a condition of its participation in the work and counsels of the 


League, the United States ask that the Assembly and Council con- 


...Eent-r-or obtain authority—to begin collaboration for the revision and 


development of international law, employing for this purpose the aid" 
of a commission of jurists. This Commission would be directed to 
formulate anew existing rules of the law of nations, to reconcile 
divergent opinions, to consider points hitherto inadequately pro- 
vided for but vital to the maintenance of international justice, and 
in general to define the social rights and duties of States. The rec- 
ommendations of the Commission would be presented from time to 
time, in proper form for cons'ideratids, to the Assembly as to a 
recommending if not a law-making body.

Wants New Auto Fund 


Writer Suggests Tax to Pay for Accidents 


Irrespective of Where the Blame Lies-

[To The Editor]—I understand that -when a 


farmer's sheep or cattle are killed, by dogs he 
may be reimbursed for the loss out of the dog 
tax. "Whether this is correct or not, the princi- 
ple is a. good one and needs to be applied in the 
case of death or injury by automobile. 


Comparatively few automobile owners carry 


casualty insurance. Even when they do carry 
such insurance, victims of automobile accidents 
rarely receive from the insurance companies 
sufficient compensation to pay their hospital 
and doctor's bills and loss of earnings, etc. The 
insurance companies are experts in the gentle 
art of defeating justice when the cases are 
taken to court; they are past masters in -ways 
needed to effect a settler.-.ent at the expense 
of the- victim of an automobile accident. It is 
a matter of general knowledge that the victim 
of an automobile accident rarely, if ever, gets 
a fair settlement. 


Whatever our views as to the preponderance 


of blame-worthiness, whether it is the "jay 
walker" or the "careless driver two facts 
are notable: first very few victims of accidents 
are compensated to the full amount of their 
loss; second, responsibility for the accident is 
hardly ever definitely arrived at. In a majority 
of cases it is an "accident" without anybody 
being wholly at fault. Add to these .two facts 
the third fact, usually left out of consideration, 
that the automobile itself is, in every case, the 
instrument that inflicts the injury and we arc 
in a position to decide upon a fair solution 
to the pioblem of what to do about automobile 
accidents. 


That solution is suggested in the first para- 


graph above. Applied to the automobile situa- 
tion it would be something as follows: Collect 
an additional tax from each automobile owner 
at the time of issuing the license. This tax to 
>e used as an insurance fund to pay all dam- 
ages resulting from automobile accidents with- 
out regard as to which party is to blame. Ex- 
ceptions, of course, would \c made when there 
was an attempt at suicide, etc. 


How much would the additional tax have 


j.0 be. This is hard to answer. Jn today's Capital 
Times you give figures that make an estimate 
possible. There were 120 deaths due to automo- 
bile accidents- for the last 10 months;, call it 
125 for the year. Damages in the case of death 
could not properly bo placed at much less than 
?20,000. This amount, used to purchase an an- 
nuity for the surviving dependents or poten- 
tial dependents would perhaps be fairly sat- 
isfactory in most cases. There -were 1731 in- 
jured in the past 10 months. Call it 1800 for 
the year. Ferhaps. ?500 would be a reasonable 
estimate of the loss from each injury. 
The 


loss from this item would total $300,000. Ths 
loss from 125 deaths at $20,000 each -would 
be 52,500,000. The total, then, is $3,400,000 a 
year. Since there are something like 350,000 
or more automobiles in the state the tax would 
be about $10 each. 


Any man who carries casualty insurance in 


any of the commercial, companies would jump 
at the chance of being tfully protected for such 
a small sum. He would also have the satisfac- 
tion of knowing thai, his Victim wopld re- 
ceive adequate compensation. His conscience 
would -not hurt him as it must, necessarily do 
now -when the commercial company protects 
mm ail the expense of his victim. 


Many 
incidental 
advantages 
would ensue 


The saving to the state in the operation of the 
courts would be great. Claims could be handled 
by a commission similar to the Industrial Com- 
mission in a fair way according to the dictates 
of justice. 
Very few such cases would -be ap- 


| peaied to the courts. The possibility of cutting 


j the insuranec-'rate by reducing the accidents 


would tend to increase the pressure of public 
opinion against the careless driver. Very small 
causes may produce large effects in the realm 
of psychology; in this case a small appeal to 
thousands of pocketbooks might cut the acci- 
dent rate in half, as a similar slight appeal 
cut the industrial accident rate. 


The automobile is an evil perhaps, a neces- 


sary evil it seems. However, it is now a factor 
in our social life and the solution of the au- 
tomobile problem must be as broad as the 
problem. The one phase of the problem, ec- 
onomic loss due to accidents, must receive care- 
ful thought. Strictly, it is not an individual' 
matter. The state must handle the situation. It 
can do no better than to apply to this matter 
the solution it already applies to the killing of 
sheep by dogs.—Cosmo Politan.

Courts Usurp Power 


Senator E. F. Ladd Says the Supreme Court 


Has Taken More Than Constitution Grants 


By EDWIN F. LAOD 


U. S. Senator from North Dakota 


There is no question, that the supreme court 


has usurped the power to declare an. act of con- 
gress to be unconstitutional. Legislative enact- 
ments have been declared void by this great 
tribunal. I believe such an exercise of power to 
be a dangerous usurpation of a legislative func- 
tion. Universal experience has been that power 
usurped in any branch of government has prov- 
ed to be power, dishonestly and corruptly used. 


Prior to adoption of the federal constitution 


it is evident that the power of the states was 
supreme, sovereign and unlimited. But "in or- 
der to form a more perfect union" they delegat- 
ed a portion of it to the federal government, 
clearly specifying that which they delegated 
and withholding all the rest. 


The federal constitution confers upon 
the 


federal government certain 
powers 
expressly 


enumerated; the constitutions of the states con- 
tain a general grant of powers not excepted or 
prohibited. The federal constitution is a grant 
of powers; the state constitutions are limita- 
tions of powers. 


In thj face of these well established rules of 


interpretation it is pretty hard to understand 
how the supreme court of the United Slates 
could take to itself the right to exercise a power 
not expressly conferred by the federal constitu- 
tion. There is no question that the power is not 
expressly conferred, end it should be equally 
unquestionable that the power cannot be deriv- 
ed by necessary implication. 


They can only have it by the sufferance of 


congress. It was never intended they should 
have. 


It was intended that the congress should be 


the supreme branch of government, and that 
the congress would have to go back to the peo- 
ple and report every two years. Any other con- 
clusion would be an assumption that the people 
had wilfully relinquished control of supreme 
functions of government and placed those func- 
tions in the hands of a few men who were not 
directly responsible to the people. 


Under the constitution congress alone should 


determine whether or not a proposed act was 
constitutional. As the member of the house or 
the .senate decides on any such question that 
might arise, just so will his record go back to 
tho people a.s his report, and they will decide 
whether or not they approve of his course. 
In 


this way the people can give expression evcrv 
two years. 


The fact that congress has been asleep on its 


duty and has not zealously guarded this great 
power, and has not insisted that the supreme 
court function only in its intended sphere, does 
not, mean that th: people have lost that right 
and that a growing despotism shall be enthron- 
ed. 


j 
If this congress will pass a new judiciarv 


act, defining the powers and rights of the su- 
preme court, and declare in that act that it 
shall not hereafter have the power to declare 
an act of congress unconstitutional, the people 
of this great land will arise and support them 
in such a measure, and the supreme court of 
tne United States will not dare challenge that 
right. 


Should it attempt to do so, then it would be 


the solemn duty of congress to preceed under 
the constitution to dissolve the court that at- 
tempted it and constitute another one to take 
its place.
